Claims 11-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hagge et al. With regard to claims 11 and 14, Hagge et al 
show a probe station having a housing enclosing a carrier 10 with a surface 
14 on which a wafer or chip is placed, a probe assembly 18, 30, 32, 29, 31 
within the housing and an environmental control system wherein 
temperature controlled fluid is circulated to the carrier 10 to control the 
temperature of the interior of the housing. With regard to claim 12, a 
vacuum is drawn through tubes 16 which will inherently create a partial 
vacuum in the interior of the housing. With regard to claim 13, relative 
motion is provided between the probes and the device tested by moving 
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shaft 12 which is surrounded by manifold 22 containing a temperature 
controlled fluid. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Tracy, Margozzi, Blanz, Miyata et al, 
Schwindt et al, Leas and Miyazawa et al are cited to show additional test 
apparatus having temperature control apparatus using a fluid.
